TING SAID " KIWHT ON," 

But Other CnuDsela I'revallcd and Wei lliil- 
Wel Snrrendered— Mail Advices 
From China. 

ToKlo, March 19 — (Correspondence per 
steamship Pern to San Fraocisoo ) — The 
viewa held by the Japanese public outside 
tho ranks of offioialdom, with roferenco to 
the terms to be exaclcii from China are two. 
One section of tho people look chittly to 
inonotary indemnity, tho othir for torri 
torial ac'i| uiait lona. Tho former aro ii.tlu 
encod by more morcuiiary conaidorationa. 
What tliey desire to do la to cripple China 
linancially, eo that for many years to come 
she will he unable lo think of war or ro- 
verge. Tho territorial party, on the other 
hand, assert that it is ijuito hopeleiia to think 
of exacting any large money payment from 
Chirm, aa ihoy aay thai the prime object of 
ihu war waa lo exclude China from tho 
aphcro of Corean poiilics. Theae politiciana 
contenil the whole of Manchuria oaatward 
of tho Liola rivor, including of course tho 
Lioa Tung peninsula, should become part of 
the Japanese domains, and they, iihe the 
other party, also want Formosa. 

The Emperor of Japan has jnst issued a 
resoript appointing Hia Imperial Highnoea 
Prince Komatau to bo commandor-in-chiof 
of all the forcoa, military and naval, form- 
ing tho next expeditioa against China. 
The roBcripb says that tho troopa have now 
auooosafully completed the flrat period of the 
war, and are about to enter upon tho second. 
In other words, they liave reduced all 
China'a outworks, and are now to attack tho 
citadel, Peking. 

Aconrding lo iiccruntfl from tho Chinoao 
flldo, the idea of tho Wei-Hai-Wel uurrundor 
did not originate with Admiral Ting. The 
aoldiers wore responsible. After the lliglit 
of the Chineeo torpedo llotilla, Ihe land 
forcoa took alarm. They thought that the 
roHi ()[ llie I'ing ^'ang lleet alao inlondcd to 
eliect its CBcapo, and that they nliDuUl tind 
thomsolvos left hopelcaa on tho island of Liu 
Hung, A number inutinoil, and tho ollicera 
wont to the Oorman military einployo, who 
at their requeab convoked a nioetliit; ( f all the 
foreign oflioors and tho Taoti. The meeting 
decided that nothing remained but capitula- 
tion, and alottor iu tliat aonae was written by 
tho Taoti to Admiral Ting. The same night 
at 2a.m,, the Cerman ofiioor waa louaod by 
Taoti and asked to proceed at once to tho 
Admiral as tho situation had bacomo oritic- 
al, mntinoeri having seized a abip and being

AGAINST THE INCOME TAX. 

Decision Hhnttlner Off the Principal Sonncea of 
Revenue Expected from It. 

Wa-shinoton, April 8. — The anpreme 
court thia afcornoon doclored the income 
tax law inoporativo in part. The dofeotivo 
Bootlona are those taxing rontala from real 
ostato and stato &nd municipal bonds. 
Those were expected to bo the moat profit- 
able aourcea of revenue under tho act. 

Chief Justice Fuller In stating tho opin- 
ion of tho court, said ; " Tho undoratand- 
ing and expectation at tho time of framing 
tho conatitution was that direob taxes would 
not be levied by tho general govornment 
oxoepb under the pressure of extraordinary 
exigency, and su-h has been tho practice 
down to August 1,5, 1891 If tho power to 
do so bo oxeroiaed as an ordinary and uaual 
moans of supply, that fact furniahes an ad- 
ditional reason for circumapeotion in die- 
poaing of the preaunt caao. 

" Taxes on real estate belong to tbe claea 
of direct taxes, and taxes on the rent or in- 
come of real estate, which ia the incident of 
its ownership, belong to tho same class. By 
no previous decision of this court has thia 
question been adjadioated to the contrary 
of the conclusions now announced." 



UNEASY flONULULU. 

People Seeklne Belief From "a Government 
Upheld by Bayonets." 

HoNOi-ui.u, March 31. — (Correopondonco 
of Unibad Press per S S. Peru) — A con- 
tingent of thirty-four rebel prisoners waa 
shipped to Hilo on tho 2'2nd inatant to work 
on government roads. 

On tho evening of the 26th an annexation 
masa meeting of the natives waa held, the 
object being to promoto among them a ecnbi- 
ment in favor of annexation Not over half 
tho crowd wore natives. Moat of the prom- 
inent royalists who have lately been work- 
ing for annexation failed to be present, 
probably nob conatdoriDg the natives to t)o 
yet prepared for such an effort. Several 
ipeakera advocated annexation, saying it 
waa the means to free tho people from a 
government npheld by " bayonets." No ao- 
tion waa taken. C. B Wilaon, the ex- 
qneen'a moat trnated friend, closed hia ad- 
dreaa by declaring : " If the United States 
will not take ne, then we mast seek tbe pro- 
tection of tome other oonntry." The offioera 
of the native gnarda have voted with great 
nnanimity to ask tbe government to proonre 
the services of an experienced United States 
military officer to command them aa colonel. 
This will probably be done. 



'Treatment or Negroes. 

Rochester, N Y., April 8.— During a 
lecture in tho Baptist church here last night 
by tho negreaa Ida Wells, a Texas theological 
student objected to a statement made by 
tbe lecturer that all negroes lynched In tho 
South were innocent. Ida denied that she 
said this, but declared thai they wero inno- 
cent until proven guilty, Sho further 
stated thot it was oonaidored a crime for u 
white man to marry a negroaa, but not a 
crirr.c to cohabiu with hor, Susan B. 
Anthony, who waa present, declared that 
nrgroea wero treated, Bocially, aa badly 
North aa South. Sho Inatanced the caao of 
u colored soholar being frozen out of a school 
children's dance because of color.

Its Principal Locattdna and Wliat Has Been 
Done on Xliem. 

(From the Kootenay Mall, April 6.) 

In oontinuing tbe desoription of Big 
Bond, began last week, tbe aim will not be 
to follow In detail the various companies 
that have seonred leases of ground on tbe 
different creeks and made spasmodic tfTorts 
to work tbem, or who have perhaps got 
hold of them aa spooulatora with the object 
of aolling them out to men of capital, but 
rather to give an account of Icgitimato min- 
ing all'iira as they exist; at tho present time. 

The Opbir Bed Rook Flume Go. baa a 
lease of the firat ground above the month of 
McCuliook Creek, one mile and a- half in 
length. Captain McCallum of Viotoria, and 
hia lOugllah friends, are the parties prinoi- 
pally intorostcd. In the summer of 1889 
mining operations were prosecuted with fair 
succeaa. An Eugliah capitalist, A. C. Jef- 
friea, with Jamea Brady, an expert on 
hydraullo mining, visited tho mine in 
August of that year, and on Brady's favor- 
able report JeDfrlea bought one-tenth of tho 
property, paying for the same §15,000. No- 
thing haa ainoo been done, except to comply 
with tho conditions of the loaao, owing to 
irreoonollablo disagroomonta among the 
shareholdera which have involved tho pro- 
perty in litigation. Nothing can be done 
with tho mine until tho lawauita are termi- 
nkted. Tho company waa offered £,'50,000 
far the property by a London firm, but the 
a)lion of ono shareholder procipitutod the 
trouble and prevented the sale. 

Next above the Ophir, three placor olaima 
— tho I! kid Head, Erlohaon and Blue Boll, 
on which a tunnel of 1,100 foot, coating at 
leaat $10,000, had been run without striking 
bed rack — were united and named tbe Laat 
Chance Mining Co. Another tunnel lower 
down tho river was begun by the new or- 
ilanizatlon and another 1,100 feet of tunnel 
run without reaohing bed-rook. In tho 
summer of 1894 anew company was formed, 
inoludlng all the old stookholdors that 
wished to remain, who took over tho pro- 
perty and have since been drifting to find 
the rim of the channel or oreek, and tbe 
long-sought gold deposita. The confidence 
with whico the men of thia company have 
prosecuted the work, expending at leaat 
$2o,000 In time and money, is saffiolent 
proof that it is a legitimate mining enter 
priao and deserves to be auooeaafal. Tbe 
name of the present company Is the Mo 
Culiock Creek Tunnol Co. They have one 
mile of ground and havo worked with a light 
force during tho winter. 

The North Star, ono-half mile long, lies 
next above. It ia owned by Geo. Laforuie, 
Gua Lund, John Sweeney and Ed. Sullivan. 
Four men worked on it all last winter and 
part of tho eunimor, and will start on It 
again in tho spring of 1895.

Authon/.iiiL' tho Expenditure of a sum uf 
.?10,000, Borrowed under tho 
.Kuthority of tho " Crouiatory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lightiiiii I'ui'- 
poses. 

WiiKiiK.A.s under and by virtue of section II 
of Tho Jiunicipal Act Amendment Act, 18!)!, 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria is om- 
powered, when it ahall have a sum of money 
on hand which lioa been borrowed for a special 
purpose by the authority of a loan by-law, and 
when tho Council deema It undealrablo to ex- 
pond for anoh purpose the money borrowed, to 
place before tho ratepayers a by law providing 
for tho expending of such sum of money for 
some other purpoeo ; 

And whereas tho said Corporation of the 
City of Viotoria baa a aum of ton thousand 
dollata on hand which haa boon borrowed for 
tbe purpoeo ot establiahlnK a cromatory by tho 
authority of a loan by-law known as the 
"Cremotory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And wiikrkah tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria deems it undealr- 
ablo to expend the aiid sum of $10,000 for the 
purpose of establishing a crematory as afore- 
said, but deems it expedient that the said anm 
of 310,000 ahould bo expended for and towarda 
tho coat of conatruoting worka for supplying 
the Inhabitants of the Municipality of the City 
ot Victoria with Elootrlc Light ; 

TiiKHKKOiiK tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria onacta aa 
follows : 

1. It shall bo lawful tor the Council 
of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria to expend in and towarda tho cost 
of constructing works for supplying 
tho inhabitants of lho Municipality of tho City 
ot Victoria with Klectrio L'ght tho sum of 
810,000 which the said Corporation now has on 
hand, and which haa been borrowed under and 
by the authority ot " The Crematory By-Law," 
Noj 127, for the purpose of eatablishing a 
cromatory, tho aald CovnidI deeming undesir- 
able that tho said sum of $10,000 should bo ex- 
pended for the purpose ot a crematory. 

2. Thl.^ liy-law shall, before tho final passage 
thereof, rocfclvo tbo absent of tho electors of 
tbo said Corporation in tho manner provided 
by the Municipal Act, 1892, and amendments 
thoroto, and ahall take oiroct on tho 28tb day 
of March, IStlj.

FORTY YEARS AGO. 



Bishop Crldiro Recalls Hl8 First Suu 
day Service iu Old Fort 
Victoria. 



He Preaches Aerain the Same Sermon 
He Delivered on April 8, 
1855. 



On Suaduy forenoon Right Rev. Biahop 
Cridge, In reoalling the utoivenu'y of his 
Arrival in Vlotoria forty years ago, preached 
again the fint sermon he delivered in Vic- 
toria on Snoday, April 8, 1855, jaet after 
bia arrival from Eogland. In hia prefatory 
remarka, he aaid : 

" The kind rooeption given by you to my- 
eelf »nd ffilluw-voyagors on tho oacaaion of 
t(iQ fortieth unniverfiary ot our urrivol from 
Kaglaad in this land, and the cordial greet- 
inga of youreolvca and many others added, 
haa brought to my mind eomo thoughta of 
my work in thoae eorly daya. 

" There had alwaya boeo a chaplain at the 
BCation, and eiogularly enough my immedi 
ate prodocoasor wua an old college friend, 
but niy appointment aa diatrioc miniatcr 
brought on changos inoldental to church 
organization. It ia diflicult to roaliza tho 
contraat botwoon Victoria as it now ia with 
ita Dumernua churohoa aud congregatioua, 
and Fort Victoria aa it then waa, with only 
ouu aougr<:G->v„.o ^"'l °° otareh baildlng for 
Protoetant worship. 

"It -WttS with fPai anci trembling and 
conacioua inauliioioncy that I onlorod on my 
task, knowing my iaolatiou, miniaterially 
apouking ; but the kindneaa and oordialiiy 
with which I waa reobived on all hands on- 
Louruged me. 

" For over a year aorvioo waa hold in tho 
Fort, whoBO tall paliaadoa, frowniog baationa 
and eontinol at tho gate, contrasted with and 
even heightened the peaceful nature of tho 
eierciaes of tho aaaembly within in which 
the new oomora were mingling their praieoe 
with the devotiona of the more early adven- 
turers. The room waa in a houae aot apart 
for our quartera till the paraonugo ahould be 
built. On my way to the entrance door I 
■aw one of the employes coming up the 
equare on his way to church with hia prayer 
book nnder hia arm. I must only mention 
two names, one of high and one of low sta- 
tion among many dear to my memory ; they 
will ba tho namoa of Governor Douglas, my 
CDnatant friend and oounsellor, and the name 
of thia man John Dutnall, who like hia chief, 
continued worahipping with ua to tho time 
of hia death, hia later yeara being apcut in 
the service of the congregation ua vurger 
with nntirlog devotion and fidelity. The 
room was filled with devout and attentive 
worahippers, oompriaing His Kxcellenoy the 
(.Tovernor and family, the officers and em- 
ployes of the Hudson's Uiy Co. and their 
families, some free settlers and others, all of 
divers oreeda and nationalities. Aa district 
minister of Victoria all were my fldok. How 
shoald I feed them ? I had but one recipe 
■nd to that I oommitted myself leaving re- 
mits to Ood. 

" I speak with diffidence of my work 
in this arduous sphere, but a state 
ment qaotod from an English poricidr'ckl 
in tho local preas, implying that the only re- 
ligious opportunitiea for the scattered 
aettlers till tho arrival of the Anglican 
biahop and clergy in 18U0, were derived 
from devout aailuia of H. M, fleet, forbids 
me to bo altogether silent. 

" I had no thought in my bumble labors 
of working for a report, atill leaa any fore- 
caat of a notoriety to come which might 
bring praise or blame, still I am able to aay 
that m the interval between the firat aor- 
vlce held aa above in April, 1855, to the 
arrival in 1858 of the Methodiat miaaion- 
ariea, who were Srat in thia field after the 
Influx of minora, I being the only Protestant 
miniater in the iaiand before, I held Sun- 
day aervicea at Colwood five timoa ; at 
Craigflower nineteen ; at Metchoain twice ; 
at Ksquiraalt alx ; at Nanaimo twice ; 
baptising on the firat occaaion twenty-three 
children and vieiting the famiiiea ; on board 
H. M. shlpa three timea, and gave open air 
services to tho minors encamped at Victoria 
six timea. I know that thia ia little 
enough, but being alone at tho church at 
Victoria with Sunday echool to keep up and 
aick to visit in town and country, and other 
dutiea which I could not decline, loan truly 
aay that I welcomed with inoxpresaiblo re 
lief and gladneaa the advent of my brethren 
to take op a bnrden which was too heavy 
for me. i had not the remotest thought of 
makloft thia atatement, even after reading 
the narrative referred to, until your kind 
aotion brought it to my mind and I thought 
it due to you, who bad chosen to continue 
uie as yonr pastor, as well as to the authori 
ties who &nt sent me to the, work to aay 
this moob. 

" The implication in the statetnent I ro 
ferred to is the more singular that on tho 
second viaii, of tho Triiicoinulie which ia aUo 
referred lo, tho dovout mmi apoken of from 

tho ahip, , and he waa a good man — 

tool; p irl with me in prayer meetinga at my 
own houae at Craigflawer and on hoard hia 
own chip. 

" In conoluiilon, if cnntiniii'y riiomia eumo- 
nt'HH, wo aro rhce-.inn cori^reijLit ion, thiMt inio 
S ici;ty in Chriat liK for'y yotra I g '. Wo Imve 
never bein, cirgai.i>jiilly apoukii L', (lividiui , 
UleoBod bo (iod. Home atill reiniun ; ainuu 
hvo ii! their cliildren and f^ranii childrnn — 
yoH, In thoir great yranil ohi idren. Sonic 
have ouat iu thuir lot with ua frcnn time lo 
time, and we live ; yet not we, but I hope 
Ohriat liveth in ua, 

"In reading to you my sprriicn nf furly 
years ago I have but one nuiiivo. Ir. Ih a 
aimple atatement of i.lii! j;(jHpi'l v.'hieh I 
meant to pri-uch. I: in yuur juilgniunt 1 
have kept to It and not awerved from it 
throuch evil niporl ami through good re- 
port, that ia ail 1 doairo. If wo all tiavo ihih 
ooofidence in tho uachangeableneaa of truth, 
we shall have also confidence that nnt 
worldly motives but conviction of truth has 
been tho mainapring of our toatiniony.

It having ploa8( d (iod in Hia providcno'O, 
and I trust by Uis grace, to call me to the 
mlalstry of Hia word among you, I desire 
first of all to offer up my unfeigned thanka- 
giving for His moroifal oare In bringing niy 
self and others, after so long a voyage, in 
aafety to our deatination ; and next to pray 
that Hia preacnoa and lilosatng may aceoiii 
puny iii'j in my labnrn, an that Hia v/Drd 
apoUon by my mouth may not bo apuken in 
vuiu. I uni persuaded that it is no ohancu 
which baa brought me to stand before you 
to day aa your inlnialer, or which has caua- 
od you to uasemhio logoihor aa a llick com- 
mitted to my oaro. I did not loavo iny 
furniiT charge, that of a populiiiia dtairlct 
near Irindoii, without evident token of tho 
over ruling hand of (iod ; and whatsoever 
may have been tho train of ovonta wliioh 
cauaod tho vacancy which I am called upon 
to lill, wo must how to tho niyatorioua will 
ot God. Further than thin it dr.ea not bo- 
conio mo to apeak ; over a aubjoot ao mourn- 
ful it were bettor to draw a veil, and while 
we pity the fate and remember only tho 
vlrtnea of the departed, may hia end have a 



deeply aolemnizing tlTeot on each one of our 
minds. It deepens In mo the senee 
of my reaponsibilities, and may 
It lead you to pray that I miy 
have grace and strength to discharge them. 
Lot us ouch remember that we have duties 
to perform for which God will sooner or 
later bring na to account, and lot thi 
thought keep us humble, watchful and 
prayerful, so that whether aa minietera and 
people, parents and children, masters and 
servants or in whatever relation God has 
caused us to stand one towards another, wo 



may over ba found at our poat doing our 
duty, remembering that the path of duty is 
the path of safety. Forgive these few ro 
marks btfore entering on my subject and 
bear with me if I at once begin to use with 
you the freedom of a pastor rather than the 
reserve of a stranger. 

Let me now endeavor to explain to you in 
the simplest manner tho anbjeot whioh I 
have chosen for our meditations this morn 
Ing. It coDtalns a great command and we 
have first to notloe by whom It was given- 
the Lord Jesus GhriBC. He had finished the 
work whioh the Father had given Him to 
do ; He had aooomplisbed the redemption of 
sinners by expiating their guilt upon the 
cross. (The words of the sngel were fnl- 
filled which ho spoke of Him on His en- 
trance to tho worlrj : Heboid I bring yon 
glad tidings of great joy, whioh shall be to 
all people ; for uuto you is born thia day In 
the oity of David a Savlonc which ia (Ohriat 
tho Lord " — a saviour to sulTur, to bleed 
and to die ; who when Ho had riaon again 
from the dssd, when by Hia pwn 
deatli He hftd ovtrcoir.o him 'that 
hath the power of death, whioh 
''^ ".".0 devil, when he waa about to return 
to heaven to take his seat ut: tho right hand 
of tho throne of God, ho cilled hia aervanla 
to go and commanded them, " Go into all 
the world and preach the Goapol lo every 
creature." Go and toll mankind the news 
of aalvation ; tell them that; though they 
have rebelled against God Hu ia willing to 
receive and pardon them ; that the Saviour 
baa made their peace ; that He haeabollahed 
death and opened to them the galea of ever- 
lasting life, and that whoaoevur ia willing 
may enter in. 

^Ve have next to notice to whom thia 
worlr was entrnsted ; who were to bo the 
bearers of the glad tidings. They were the 
apostles — tho meaning of the word apoatle 
being *' one that i* asnb forth." Henoe 
Jesus is Citllod the apostle of our profession ; 
as being sent forth from Ood to redeem 
sinners. A certain man made a great sup- 
per and bade many, and sent his servant at 
supper time to say to them that wore bidden, 
" Come, for all things are now ready." Tho 
apoatlcH were ijuallfied for this work ; tbuy 
had been with Jesus from the beginning and 
were witnesses of all that Ho bad said and 
done and suffered. They knew His love to 
aiuners ; they had felt it, for they wore ain- 
nero like ail the reat of mankind Tliey 
could all aayaa one of them aaid many yeara 
afterward?, " Unto Uim wlio hath loved ua 
and waehid us from our aina in Ilia own 
blood, an i hath niaili in kini;n and prio^te 
unto God Hia Father, to Him be glorv 
and dominion for ever and evei " 
They could therefore go forth with tl.'i 
u'moat confidence and invite their fellow 
ainnera to believe in the aame Saviour. 
They could aay " That which we have seen 
and heard declare we unto you— that your 
joy may be full " Wo have saon the Saviour 
of tho world ; we have known Him ; we 
have witneaaed how good, how kind, how 
gentle, how loving, how pitiful Ho ia ; we 
have aeon Him receive tho vileat sinneia, 
sinners who were accounted tlie droga of the 
world ; we have aeon Him weep at the 
grave of Lazarua ; we have aeen Him take 
little children into Hia arma and aay " Suf- 
fer little children to come unto Mo wo 
have beard Him aay " The Son of Man ia 
comn to seek and to save that which is 
lost" ; we have seen Him led aa a lamb to 
the alaughter, and, according to His own 
words, give His life a ransom for many ; 
we have aeen Him look with dying love on 
a condemned criminal and exalt him from 
the croaa to the Kingdom of Heaven ; we 
are witnesses of all these things and of many 
more, and are come forth from Him to de- 
clare unto yon glad tidings, and throngh 
this man to preach unto yon the forgiveness 
of sins and everlasting life. His last words 
to ua were " Go ye Into all the world and 
preach the goapol to every oreatnre. " 

Thia work was not limited to tho apostles. 
It waa not in the power of twelve 
ruen to go and carry this message to ail the 
milliona of the ohlldren of men that were 
Boatiored abroad over the whole world, nn- 
lesa God hud made them immortal. Ochers 
wore to bo called to this work, that It might 
bo oirriud on after thoy had entered into 
their reel, and never C'.'aeo until tho earth 
should bo full of the glory of the Lord as 
the watcra cover the aeas. Hut even during 
tho lifetime of t ho apoatlea othora preached 
Lho gospul. For inatance in Acta vii, 1, we 
read that while the apoHtlea abode at Joruaa- 
lem, tho inembera of tho church wore aoat- 
tered abroad ; and (w 1) that thoy " wet>t 
evorywheru proaohing the word." From 
that tinio down to thu prosonl moniunl, 
thoro liavo never boon wanting men to 
preach an ; .oach in tho name nf tho Lord 
JoaUH, thi! L'lail tiiii: ga of ovcrlaaiing life. 

But then it may iio aakod, in what (iunHO 
can other men bo aaid In pri.'uch tho goapol V 
Can they go forth like thu apoatlta and nay 
" that whioh our eyea have aeon and our 
hands have handled of the word of life do- 
olaro we unto you'.'" Can they aay "wo 
were witncasen of the thinga which we do- 
livor, and therefore wo can oocfidonlly 
allirm tluilr truth'.'" No, they cannot do 
this, they cannot aay that they have aeen 
the eauie dune in tho flesh ; but they can 
aay what ia ua much, yea more, "we believe, 
and therefore we speak " The Lord said 
unto 1 homas, " Because thou hast seen, 
tliou hiial behoved ; blessed are they who 
havo not oeen and yet, have believed." In 
thia aenaeovtry one v no believea in Christ is 
able to preach Hini uoto others. He is able 
to aay "I have found peace In the gospel ; 
once 1 walked in the paths cf sin i>nd mlc 
ory, but God hua turned my feet into lie 
p»tha of po icp. O.ico I felt the biirde i "! 
aiii i.nd waa afraid to die h c UBo of my aina ; 
now tho bunion ia roiiiovo l anil thu lu.u ol 
death ia pansuri aiv.y. (;ii;o I wan living 
without iiopo and without (Jod in tho world, 
hilt now I am ut p' ace wiih (Jod through 
Jifua (Ohriat my Lord, aod rcjoioo in tiio 
ho|0 of tho glory of Cod. Oiico I p! -.i-cii 
all my haiipmeaa in earthly thing", 'uiit I 
now lind only one thing iioodlnl ami ilin'. \h 
tho f ivoi- of Gml which ia tho lif,. of my o iil. 
All lliia anil imich riiiini 1 enjoy througli thu 
g oiipel of our Lord .Icana t'hriat, wliorn hav- 
ing not noon I love, in whom though now I 
nou him not, yet bolioving I rej lico. On thia 
ground the goapol ia aa truly proacht d now 
aa it waa in tho daya of the apoBlios and ia 
aa much a matter of testimony ; and every- 
one who seta any value upon his immortal 
aoul will give hood lo tho testimony remem- 
boriug the words of Uur Lord. Dally eearob 
the acriptutoa to aoe if tiioao things aro so, 
and though there aro still some like those cf 
whom the apostle spoke who preaohsd the 
gospel from unworthy motives, this does not 
Invalidate the testimony of God; and ho 
who hears and believes what is spoken ac- 
cording to His will, shall soon learn by 
blessed experlnoe that the gospel Is true and 
is the power of Ood unto salvatioQ to every- 
one that) bearetb.

A DISAPPOINTED PARTY. 

The hopes whieh tho (irita hud been build- 
ing on the ulleyod liisugreooioDta among tho 
members oi tho Cabinet have been nipped in 
the bad. (They were in btgh glee when it 
waa rumored that Sir Charles Hibbert Tup 
per had resigned and that the Hon. Mr, 
Haggart had (|uarrellod with ono or two of 
hia French colloaguea. The Hon. Mr. Pat- 
terson had loft tho (lovornnient, and the 
Hon. Clarke Wallace wasuncertain whether to 
resign or remain where he is. The rumors were 
pnbliahed in all the organs with variations, 
and some people when they read them con 
oluded, no doubt, that the Go\-ornment waa 
on the point of filling in pieoea. Thoy very 
naturally believed that a Government ao d 
vlded could not hold together. 

To the surprise of those good poopla, no 
doubt, the Government still exists. Sir 
MoKenzie Bowell Is still Premier ; Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper is still Minister of 
Justice ; the Hon, Mr, Dickey is still Min- 
ister of Militia ; and the otbor ministers 
are atill in possession of their seats 
and their portfolios. Nothing extraordinary 
has happened to Mr, Clarke Wallauo and 
Mr. Curran atill retains the otiioe of 
Solicitor General. The Ministers, too, go 
about their work oheerfully, Tho by-eleo 
tiona are arranged for and tho Government 
are fully prepared to meet tho House of 
Commons on the IHth inst. We do not hear 
of any dreadful combination being formed 
against them in the House. They do not 
seem to think that a vote of want of con 
fidence will be carried against thorn, either 
for what they have done or what they have 
refrained from doing in the matter of the 
Manitoba achool question. 

Matters are to our Grit frioada in Ottawa 
diloouragingly peaceful, and the ministers 
and their anpportera are moat disappoint- 
ingly and aggravatingly good humored. 
The truth seems to bo that the (iovornmont 
have passed through tho late crisis moat 
BUCoasBfully, and thoy are now in better 
shape than the Opposition. The unex 
peoted has happened. The Government 
hava not been afraid to face an extremely 
delicate -tnd a very dii&cnit quostion 
a(|uarely. They have done so, too, without 
faltorinf,'. There does not seem to have 
l)een tho alighleat doubt among them as to 
the course they ought to pursue in dealing 
with that question. It waa not until after 
the Committee of the Privy CoudoII bad 
reported on the Manitoba aohool (juestion, 
and tho order for remedial legislation had 
boon aoalod, aigned and dolivored that there 
had been oven a ru'iior of diviaion in the 
Cabinet, and thei)Uostian then that divided 
its members, if there is any truth In tho 
rumors then raised, was not one of principle, 
but one of expediency only. On the (luos- 
tion, shall the Logialaturo bo dissolved at 
onco or ahall Uuto bu a acaaion first tho 
mombora of the (iovcrnniiint, it ia said, were 
divided. The question waa important, it ia 
admitted, but not of anffioient tmportanoe to 
oanse a split in the Govemmenb. And it 
did not do so. It was no doubt dtaooaaed 
seriously and, perhaps, warmly, and thoao 
who wore in favor of an immodialc (IIhuoIu- 
tion, aa thoy could without any aiii:rl(ico 
either of principle or dignity, gave way and 
the government continued ,to present a 
united front to their opponents, 

Thia ia why the Grita are diappolntod and 
why thoy are diacouraged. A divided Gov- 
ornment and a deniorali/,ud party uould, 
they liattered thoiiiF.ilvoH, ho easily 
beaten. Hut ugalnat a united Government 
and a solid party tho moat aanguino of them 
could only too easily see thoy had no show. 
Besides there are indications not very dilli- 
oult to discern of discontent and disintegra- 
tion in their own party. Their lon(ior«, whu 
had always been amblguoua aiui unsatii-l ic 
tory, when the Manitoba school ijueulinn 
came up for discuasion, have now, eineo the 
Government have taken aotioa on the subject, 
not a single word to eay for themeelvea. 
Their reticence, whatever may be ita mo- 
tive, ie by no means pleasing to a large lec- 



tion of the Liberal party. Then it is very 

evident to the diaoerolDg thai) the froo trade 
plank of their platform haa become ao weak 
aa to bo unroliablo. The proteotioniab Lib- 
erala are beginning to raise their volooa and 
to let their leaders know that it wont do. 
It is now seen by the shrewd and s»gaoioaB 
that it ia even less to bo relied upon than the 
abandoned ono of unroatrioted reciprocity. 
Time, instced of drawing the Grita oloaor to- 
gether and strongthenirg thorn, ia driving 
them apart and weakeuiog them, Thla ia 
easily seen by those who compare the con- 
dition of their party to-day with what it 
waa six montha ago, 

A POOR Bxousa, 

The Times makes a very singular exouee 
for its inaoourucy in tho matter of taxation 
in Franco, It says it ([uoted from a CoL- 
uNi.sT dispatch. Kveryonu knows that dis- 
patches are not to be depended upon as be- 
ing mathematically exaot. The telegraph 
editor has neither the time nor the oppor- 
tunity to verify atateinenta or to teal the 
ucouracy of statistics. Ho docs the boat he 
can, but aa the printer is waiting for copy, 
ho can only oorreot what are palpable errors, 
and suppress what, in his opinion, 
is unfit for publication. Thia he does 
much more frequently than is auppoaed by 
the general public. The readers of news- 
papers take the telcgrama for what they 
are worth. No one expects all of them to 
be literally correct, and no ono ia surpriaod 
when they now and then turn out to bo in- 
correct. But we muat aay, considering the 
ditHculty of getting the news and the little 
time In which tho telegraph reporter or 
correspondent haa to make up bis telegram. 
It ia eurpriaing to (iad how small a propor- 
tion of them la untrue or inexact. Tho 
diligent and careful reader of tho tclegrama 
Gods, when be gets hia newspapers from the 
Bast, that all the really important newa haa 
been anticipated In the daily telegraph dla- 
patcbes. 

The editorial writer, however, has no ex- 
ouao for reproducing the mlatakcs and in- 
exact atatemoots of the telegraph dispatches. 
Ho has plenty of time to »erify atatiatics, 
itnd it ia perfectly inexouaable in him to re- 
peat aa truth what oomes to him as rumor. 

The Times, for instance, could very oaaily 
have found out that the ligurea given in tho 
diapatch about Frenoli taxation wore in- 
ac'ourate, and before ho made them the eub- 
joct of an article ita editor should have con- 
sulted Bome authority. But he did not take 
the trouble. He evidently considered that 
he could make a good point against the 
policy of protection and he oonaequontly 
took tho figures as they were. They would 
bo nearly right if they were divided by Sve, 
But that little discrepancy gave our ooa 
temporary no uneaalnesB. The inaooaraoy 
was no greater than many that it makea 
almoat every day, trusting to ohanoe not to 
be found out.

Mr, Boatook's deolaratiou that " free 
trade would not suit Canada " ia a acre blow 
and a great diacouragcmont to tlie organa 
which have been for montha declaring that 
free trade is all that Cinada wants to make 
it prosperous. They evidently don't know 
what to make of it. The Times, in order to 
put tho candidate for election to the Com- 
mouB in the Vale-Cariboo diatriot right with 
tho freo traders, aaaorta that " Mr. Boatook 
himself declares that ho is in full accord 
with the Liberal platform as laid 
down at the Ottawa Convention," We 
do not think that there was any 
one at the Ottawa Convention who had the 
hardihoccl to say that free trade would not 
Buit Canada. Tho very ohjoot of that Con- 
vention was to spike tho free trade plank 
on the Liberal platform, and Mr, Bostook'a 
declaration la in direct oppoaitlon to tho 
Btatemont ao often made by tho Loader of 
tho Liberal party, that Engliah free trade is 
hia " ideal," and that ho will not bo aatia- 
tied until every " veatigo " of protection la 
taken from tho Canadian tariff. 

We can easily understand bow unwilling 
the Grita are to lose Mr. Bostock, but when 
ho allowed tho editor of the Nelson Miner 
to publish CO the world lh»t ho "reoognizoa 
that froo trade would not euit Canmla," he 
really aovorcd his connection with tho party 
of which Mr, Laurkr, whose ideal ia liritiah 
free trade, ia the leader. We need not In- 
form intelligent Liberala that the man who 
repudiates the diatinotive principle of tho 
(liberal parly repudiates Ijiboralism and 
ovoiything cnnnectotl with it. Thia la ao 
ovidont that wo are aiirpriaed that tho 
Times, the organ of tho Free Trade parly in 
thla Province, did not indignantly demand 
of Mr, Fiostook an ucquallfied denial of tho 
statement attributed to Idm by the Nulst n 
Miner, or that it did not read him out of tho 
party without waiting for tliat denial. 

" liRiTHsiiis all:' 

It la good to see that the Colonies of 
Groat Britain are beginning to reoogniio 
that thoy all belong to ono groat family. A 
movomont ia on foot to make the trade in- 
torcourao between them moro intimate than 
it haa hitherto been, ('olonlsts are beginning 
to see that it ia not right or seemly for the 
different parts of the Empire to treat each 
other in matters of trails aa atrangors. Tho 
Colonioa now roalizo that, no matter how 
far apart they may be, or how little they 
may appear to the auporticial obaorvor to 
have in common. It is to their 
mutual interest to trade freely with each 
other, and to extend favors to each 

thor, which thoy deny to the rest of tho 
world. Tho idea of inter-colonial recipro- 

ity lu growing, and there are many who bo- 
liovu that coinplnto free trodo within tho 
Knipire would bo good both for tho Mother 
Country and her dependencies. 

Something very like oommerclal Inde- 
pendence ia already enjoyed by the groat 
colonioa, Thoy have power to frame tlioir 
own tariffs, and tho Australian colonies have 



jnsb been inveated with the power of enter- 

log into preferential trade relations with 
otbor colonies, Thero ia talk of 
a reoiprccity in trade between South 
Africa and the Dominion of C&nacla 
and lb has lately been found that there is 
nothing in existing [uommerolal treaties bo 
prevent the colonioa and Great Britain en- 
tering into any trade arrangement that they 
may regard us mutually benefiuiil. 

We may therefore expect before long to 
see arrangements for a reciprocal exchange 
of prodncts made nob only bstween the 
different Australian colonies bub between 
those colonies and Canada, In faot a ays- 
tero of trade eomewhat simiUr to that 
which exists in tho United Slates and has 
worked ao well for them all may before 
very long bo oatablishcd in the 
Empire of Great Britain. There is a 
strong prejndioe In England just now 
against what Is called " preferential trade " 
with the colonies, but tbt;t may wear away 
in time. lb seems to us that tho tondoncy 
of events ia already in that direction. In 
mattera of trade Groat Britain ia treating 
the coloniea moro like partnera in a business 
concern than children still in their pupilage 
who have no right to a voice in the direction 
of afTaira. Tho preaent relations of the col- 
onies to tho Mother Country as regard trade 
treaties and trade arrangements generally 
are aucoinotly yet clearly pointed out in tho 
following paragraph from tho loading article 
in the Montreal Gazette of the 2ad inat : 

Finally in tho direction of tho ameliora- 
tion of tho position of tho colonies aa ro- 
spects freedom in tho uegotiution of commer- 
cial convonliona, we havo the not juat aaaent- 
od to by Her Majesty whereby the Auatra- 
lian colonies are permitted to conulude trade 
treaties with any other colony. If we take 
tho case of Ctnada as typical of all the self- 
go vorning dependencies, we find her position 
to be this : That she may negotiate with 
a foreign nation through her own represen- 
tative in conjunction wilh a British plenipo- 
tentiary that aho may direolly conclude 
proferontial trade arrangements with 
any otiior colony ; that she Jmay at her 
will come within, or remain outaido, the 
Bcopo of oommorcial conventiona made by 
Great liritain with foreign countriea, and 
that tho only limitation Ujjon tho full, free 
and untrammelled action of the colonies in 
corainorcial matters ia the iualiiliiy to grant 
preforent ial treatment to the United King- 
dom. In view of these largo powera wo 
may well agree with Sir Charlea Ivennedy 
in hia opinion that " tho action of Her 
Majeaty'a Government in recent yeara with 
respect to colonial i|UO«tione, oll'.'rB abundant 
and Bulliclent proof of tho earneat desire of 
England to draw closer the relations be 
tween the mother country and the coloniea, 
and to do justice to all Britlah depend 
enoles,"

TKUUBLESOMK INDIANS 

A .Second Time Cause a Suspension of Opera- 

lloufl by the Koolenay lU'cliiraatton Co. 

Word waa received from Nelaon yester- 
day that the Kootenay river Indians had 
caused the men employed by the Reclama- 
tion (/ompany at their works to suspend 
operations, bloodshed being avoided only by 
tho flight from the scene of the white men. 
The dispatch further stated that serious 
trouble must ensue unless prompt steps were 
taken for the protection of the property of 
the company and of the lives of the work- 
men. Several shots had been fired by the 
unruly Indians and they refused to allow 
the work to go on. 

OfBoiil intimation of the difficulty with 
tho reds was received during tho day by 
Hon. D. M. Eborts, attorney-genoral, from 
Mr. (JeorgeA. Keefer, of Koefer & Smith, 
tho engineers in charge, and from Mr. Alex- 
ander, another clficial of tho company. They 
asked that a company of mounted police bo 
sent to the scene from the Northwest, and 
pointed out that Immediate action wao 
essential lo the safety of tho company's 
people. 

I |Hon. Mr. Eborts, after consulting with 
Supc. F. S. Huasoy, wired to Capt. Filz 
Btubbs, government agent at Nelson, in- 
structing him to swear in a posse of special 
constables and with them to proceed at once 
to tho scene of trouble, pacify the Indians 
and maintain order. It is not thought by 
tho authoritlea that tho matter la of serious 
character, and it is expected that Capt. 
Fitzstubba will have little dilliculty in ac- 
complishing hia mission. Aa a matter of 
precaution Hon. Mr. I'Iberta has also wired 
to tho Dominion authorities to ascertain if, 
should It be necoasary, mounted police could 
bo ordered to the scone from the nearest 
post In the Northwest. 

The preaont seems simply to bo a renewal 
of the trouble of two years ago. The 
Indians threatened tho white men becauae, 
they claimed, one of their potato patches 
had been Invaded by tho progress of the 
reclamation works. No difficulty was then 
experlenoed in dealing with the little up- 
rising.

Next let as notice the extent of this com- 
mand—" all the wtold." Salvation waa not 
to be ooBfiaed as heretiofoc's to the Jews ; It 
was to be made known to the remotest 
nations of the earth. ' Ihe measengera of 
peace were to enter into every kingdom, 
every city, every town, every villago 
throughout the whole world ; wherever the 
children of men were gathered together, 
they were there to preach tho gospel. Mot 
a single creature waa to bs omitted, none 
were to be conaidered too wicked ; none too 
baee, none too great to ba tho subjects of 
this mercy. He who sent them forth would 
have " all men " to bo saved and to come to 
tho knowledge of the trath. He would not 
that any should perish, bat thai) all should 
obtain everlaating life. 

But neither were the raosaengera of peace 
to be datinted, diaoouragod nor dismayed at 
the greatnoas of the undertaking. They 
were aont forth aa sheep into the mldat of 
raveniog wolvea ; they wore expoaod to re- 
proach, to ahame, to imprlaonmeut and even 
to death for tolling men what they must du 
to be saved. But none of theao tbinga were 
to move them ; neither w«ro they to count 
their lives dear unto them, they nere to 
testify tho goapol of tho graco of God. It 
would bo interesting to trace the progrcea of 
thia work and mark bow the word of God 
spread.

Id was only when the atrong 
arm of power rendered obedience impoa 
sible that they were to oeaie from the work 
It waa only when they wera violently driven 
away or when their mouths were sealed by 
imprisonment or death, that they were re- 
leased frpm .tbe. eomniaiid to preach the 
gospel to every oreatara. Then their ene- 
mies tried the sword and bonds ; and this 
was over-ruled to the fnrtheranos of the 
work, for they tbab befort confined their 
labors to Jerusalem, fled and went every- 
where preaohbiK the word. !Eiias ths work 
was carried on and ectendsd from country 
to oonntry and from kingdom to kingdom. 
Many kings and ralers, many of the mighty 
and wise and noble of this world have at- 
tempted to check Its proKreis, bat In vain. 
They have Issued decrees, they have made 
laws, thiey have threatened, they have piled 
the gocpel with ridicule ; thoy have sought 
to undermine by craft and falsehood ; but 
it still goes onward. Aa well might men at- 
tempt to atop the progress of a mighty river 
as it rolls Ita waters towards tho ocean 
aa to check tho outQowIng of 
the everlastirg goepcl, lit heal- 
ing atrcamo must go through every part 
of the habitable globe, and It is not until 
every nation and kindred and jeop^Q ujjjj 
language have been vieitod that the com- 
mand will bfl superseded, "Go ye Into all 
end wprW " 

Bib !&l ah now consider, in tbe last ^laoc^ 
bow we oaneIvss,^re interested in t>iia com- 
mand. It ia qalte olear from tbe very terms 
of It that we are all looloded. There Is no 
part of tho world to which wo can retire but 
God will follow ua thlt'aor 'j^hh the gospel. 
" Preach the goapel to every creature," that 
particularizes U9, it glvea each individual an 
immedia'..o, a personal intereat in tho i;oapel. 
It U aa if God aont a special message to «aoh 
man, woman and child in thia congregation, 
aaylng " To you is thia goapol preached." 
And another consideration ariaea : Why 
doea God aend thia meesago, this personal 
meeaage, to each one of ua ? Ia it to tor- 
ment ua ? Ia it to weary or grievous? Ia 
it to denounce wrath againat ns ? Is it to 
condemn ua ? No, dear brethren ; God sent 
not His Son into the world to condemn the 
world, but that the world through Him 
might be aavod. Let me road over to you 
the apeoific ends which God had in view In 
sending His Son, We dod it In Leviticus 
iv., IS : " Tbe spirit ot ths Lord is upon 
mo because be annointed me to preach 
the goapol to tbe poor. He hath 
aont me to heal the broken hearted, 
to pretoh deliverance to the oaptlves and 
recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are brniied, to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord."

Not to 
announce it to you for the first time ; not to 
preach to you as if you were heathens ; not 
as if you now for the first time beard of a 
Saviour's name or were nob inatrnotsd in a 
Saviour's love, but to put you continttally 
in mind ; to inatruct you more fully in that 
groat) aalvatlon which Ho purchaaed with 
Hia death, and which If you fail to soouro 
you muat bo forever Inat. It ia that you 
n ay lay hold of it, ucd having dono ihia to 
hold it fast. Is ia to put you in niiud of 
that straight and narro iv way which loada 
to ovorlna jni; life and to warn you ajjainet 
that hroud way which leads to dcatruotior. 
It ia in timea (.1 Iroublo to point you to the 
Bourco of comfort ; when death cornea to 
point you to Hini who baa taken away the 
ating of death. In short, to remind you 
how alono you can bo happy now and 
glorious hereafter — even by obtaining the 
favor of God through faith In the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

You will, I bopo, have seen that in this 
plain and homely diacoureo J did not preach 
the'saoraments or the church, but Christ 
Jesus oar Lord. With that I began, with 
that 1 pray God 1 may end.

Wo witu fairly warm and 
conifortablo whtTO wo sat on our rolls 
of blankots, placod upon tlio rudely 
laid rough hearthstones, bnt ton fn t 
back from the flro the air was bitterly 
raw and cold. 

Tirod though wo all were from the 
day's rough journey, tlioro wan lint lit- 
tlo toniptrition to loavo thii (••iiii;):;v:it:vi) 
couifort (if tlio Ihr.siiii.! for liio h.iid, 
drafty buuk.s wliicli awaited us, ami 
Calkins and I still sat drowsily liston- 
Ing to the theosoplnst as ho disconrsod 
tnonotounusly iif rriii'Mviiation, Kaviiia- 
Loca, and liinrlriMl i:i;iii's; 

Ho was a lidRt ty, clean sliavou little 
man, with weak oyo.-;, Iohk iron gray 
hair and a pasty coai jjli xion.
